PEETSBTJKG, Pa., Aug. 6.—A meeting 
of coke strikers was held at Youngstown 
last night, at which the men marched in 
a body to Leith, reaching that- place 
early this morning, and were joined by 
the workingmen there. 
They then 
started for the Redstone works, and it is 
expected &at the working cokers at 
Reds^ne wilf join their ranks to-day. 
This makes the strike practically solid 
thrbughout the region. 


It is reported that at Youngstown an 
advance of 6i per cent was offered to the 
men, and was rejected by them. 


AScottdale paper says this strike is 
now general, and the indications are that 
the struggle will be a long one. 


Lastvevening Supt. Smith, of the Alice 
works—Schoonmaker '& Co.—called his 
men together, and submitted a proposi- 
tion to them. When they asked if he 
would confer with the striker's executive 
committees, he replied that he would 
recognize no labor organization. 
Tlnje 
men rose in a body and marched to 
Morewood, thence to 
the 
Standard 
works, and were joined by the working- 
men. 


They then, 1,200 strcmg, marched to 
Mt. . Pleasant. A guard that had been 
placed by the company at Moorewood 
fired several shots to frighten the strik- 
ers away. The strikers rushed upon the 
guard and the latter fled. The men did 
no damage to property and retired. 


At Jimtown the guard fired several 
shots at the strikers, but without effect. 
The strikers marched past the works, 
quietly returning to Jimtown at a later 
hour, held a mass meeting and induced 
the workingmen to join their ranks. • 


They then persuaded the men at the 
Sterling works to strike. 
The entire 
works of Schoonmaker & Co., are now 
idle. The report of bloodshed is false, 
but it can not be denied that things are 
assuming a very serious» aspect. Last 
evening Superintendent 
Brennen, of 
McClure & Co., offered his men an ad- 
vance of 6J per cent, but the offer was 
rejected. 


A general mass meeting will be held 
to-morrow, and over 8,000 strikers will 
be present. 


It is rex)orted this afternoon that 
Schoonmaker & Co. have also offered 6i 
per cent, advance, and that the offer had 
been rejected. 


The total number of idle ovens now 
reaches 11,594, employing 12,000 men. 
Only a few small plants in the region 
are working to-day, and, they will prob- 
ably be idle to-morrow.
